Atlantic City. April 3.—Twelve ho- 


tels and more than a score of smaller 
building adjoining the board 
walk, 


which runs along the ocean edge, were 
destroyed today by a tire which swept 
the beach front for two long blocks, 
from Illinois avenue to New York ave- 
nue. The total loss, it is believed, will 
exceed $750,000, which is only partly 
covered by insurance, as the rate of 
five per cent charged by the insurance 
companies on property here is regard- 
ed as almost prohibitive. Fortunately, 
no lives were sacrificed, although 
probably a dozen persons were slight- 
ly injured and burned. The origin of 
the fire is unknown, hut it is believed 
to have started in Brady's baths, or 
the Tarlton hotel, which adjoin Illinois 
avenue and the board walk. The city 
is guarded tonight by a company of 
militia, which was requested by the 
municipal authorities to aid the police 
in the prevention of looting. A dozen 
persons were arrested during the day 
for thieving. The hotels burned include

the crimes which led to the court-mar- 
tial and execution oi! two Australian | 
officers in South ^Africa which is just 
now exciting keen indignation in Aus- 
tralia. The Leader asserts that seve- 
ral officers of this particular irregular 
corps shot natives 
like rabbits, and 


that they are even suspected of mur- 
dering men of their own 
command 


against whom they had grudges. 
The 


incident which led to their court-mar- 
tial was the cold-blcoded "execution" 
by those officers of ten Boers who 
were journeying to Pietersburg with 
the object of surrendering. It was sui>- 
poscd these Boers had 
,C 20,000 with 


them. Actuated by cupidity, the Aus- 
tralians stopped the Boers, tried them 
by mock court-martial and ordered all 
to be shot. This was done by a squad- 
ron of the soldiers after some of the 
non-commissioned officers had refused 
to carry out the death senence. The 
officers then ransacked the Boer wag- 
ons and were disgusted upon finding 
that the £20,000 was in Transvaal 
paper money. Continuing, the Leader 
says a German missionary a few miles 
distant from the scene of "execution" 
heard of the affair. 
Lieut. Hancock, 


one of the Australians concerned, fear- 
ing he would divulge his information, 
shot the missionary dead. This shoot- 
ing eventually led to a complaint by 
the German consul 
who proceeded to court-martial the 
Australians.

For "Place" Among Otter*. 


The word "place," over which there 


was a deal of bother a short time ago, 
cost a trifle over £-1,000 a letter, and it 
may cost a great deal mere before it 
becomes obsolete. 


We all know that a "place" is a 


place, and no amount of fighting and 
money spending can make it anything 
else, but until recently to ask a judge 
what was a "place" In the strict legal 
sense was to court one's own ruin un- 
less one had considerable fortune. The 
moaning of the word has now, how- 
ever, been decided, though it is not 
everybody who can understand exactly 
what the decision is. But any lawyer 
is now in a position to define a "place" 
for you at Gs. Sd. a time after upward 
of £20.000 lias been expended in ob- 
taining a real, solid, stable definition. 


To the average landsman a ship is 


"outward bound" when it lias started 
from its niooripgs on a journey. But 
many thousands of pounds have been 
spent trying to extract from our learn- 
ed judges an authoritative definition 
of the expression. 


The matter was discussed In the 


admiralty court for six hours cm end 
not long ago. 
It was an insurance 


case, and the policy of insurance only 
covered the time "between the vessel 
being outward bound and homeward 
bound," and the law was asked to de- 
cide whether the ship was "outward 
bound" when an accident occurred. She 
had left the docks and was steaming 
down the/ river. She had her full crew, 
all her passengers and all her cargo. 
Surely, 
then, 
she 
was 
"outward 


bound?" 
No, she was not, for the 


reason that she intended to stop some 
distance down the river to take in a 
little extra coal for her own consump- 
tion. To be "outward bound" a vessel 
must have- no intention of stopping for 
any purpose whatever until she reaches 
Lor first port of call. If she does not 
intend to make any such stop, she is 
"outward bound" as soon as she has 
swung herself out of dock and is sail- 
ing or steaming down river. She- may 
oven be made to stop, but she must not 
anticipate or intend to stop. 
She is 


only "outward bound" when s-ho Is on 
her actual journey and not on a pre- 
liminary trip to pick up passengers, 
mails, rargo, coals, water or anything 
like that. 
And this decision, which 


will last so long as it is uncontested, 
has cost thousands of pounds to arrive 
at. 


If a will be made and some of the 


words nro erased, so that they cannot 
be read wthout a lens, are those words 
"apparent'.'" Such a quoston has oc- 
curred more than once, and the bills 
for their decision have been very, very 
long. In the case just mentioned the 
woids would not be "apparent," the 
ruling being that for words to be ''ap- 
parent" they must lie readable without 
tho need of any artificial facilities. 


The word "accident" liau bothered a 


good many lawyers, and there is plenty 
of life In It yet. If you were stung by 
n bee and your death resulted directly 
from that slim;, could your iie:xt of kin 
obtain the amount of your accident in- 
surance policy? 
Such a misfortune 


hardly fits iu with one's conception of 
.-in "accident;" yet how else could it 
rank? It would be an "accident." but 
there must be no mmsual stupidity on 
the part of the person stung for it to 
rank so in law. 
If. for instance, the 


por.sun wore pulling the bee by the near 
hind leg in sut-h a manner as to cause 
it annoyance, so that it might reason- 
ably bo exacted to sting the person, 
it would not bo an "accident." 
What 


it would bo. is undecided. 
AVo can 


only suggest "suicide," for 
sudden 


death from unnatural causes must be 
cither accidental, murderous or suici- 
dal, 
and, as a bee is not amenable to 


British laws, it could not be murder. 


When a man is summoned before a 


court of justice, is he "brought" before 
the court? Some laws lay down that 
for certain offenses persons must lie 
"brought" before a court for trial. So, 
if they are summoned, are the require- 
ments of the acts complied with':' In 
law they are, for the reason that a 
summons signed by a justice is sup- 
posed to compel a person to appear as 
ordered; hence he Is "brought" by the 
summons. It is a small point, but it 
cost £400 before it was finally settled. 
—London Answers.

We had all sorts — beans and goober 
peas and oats and everything you ever 
heard tell of and a great deal besides— 
but tiie potato was the favorite brand. 
We took sweet potato, cut it into little 
bits, dried them, parched- them, ground 
them up and made Confederate coffee. 
Blessed was tho man or woman who 
didn't drink coffee in those days. 
I 


don't want to interfere with people's 
business here, but you will please say 
nothing to me about your modern sub- 
stitutes for coffee. I don't want any. 


•'Sugar gave out. It seemed to me 


that the abominable Yankees bad got 
around every place where there w:is 
any sweetening, and we had to have 
sorghum— 'long sweetening,' we called 
it. Not only did luxuries give out, but 
medicines gave out. 
NVe couldn't get 


any unless we would go inside the Un- 
ion lines, and we couldn't go in there 
and come out without taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States. We 
wouldn't take the oath, so we had to 
take our own medicine. 


"Shoes gave out. My father paid the

Parcel Fatt Oddities 


Referring lo some of the contradic- 


tory rules of the British postoffice, J. 
llenulker Ileaton, M. P., writing in 
Pearson's, says: No living creature "ex- 
cept bees" may bo sent by post, al- 
though In France crabs and In Germa- 
ny human beings may be so forwarded. 
The prohibition of living creatures is 
no doubt due to the experience of the 
officials charged to open parcels for- 
warded by entomologists, rat catchers 
t ml other scientists, though one is puz- 
zled to account for the toleration of 
bees. Perhaps some postmaster gen- 
eral was an ardent apicultucist, but 
anybody who has ridden in the Aus- 
tralian bush would certainly back a 
swarm of bees, irritated by several 
hours' jolting in a freight train, to clear 
a sorting office in record time. Arms 
may not be sent to "prohibited dis- 
tricts" in Ireland in a parcel, and "the 
expression 'arms' 'includes any can- 
non."

ably delivered with scrupulous care to 
the addresses.

Te«t Tfowr Favorite Author. 


At first sight it may seem rather 


curious, but it is a fact, that the value 
of a writer's work may be appraised 
by the color words he uses. 


Shakespeare's favorite color word was 


red. AS a matter of fact that is the 
characteristic word of most great writ- 
ers. Out of every hundred color words 
nsed by Shakespeare in his poems no 
fewer than 30 are red. White follows 
with 22, then comes black, 20; yellow, 
17; green, 7; blue, 4. 


It is only natural that a writer on 


country subjects should use a lot of 
green words. Red must always be the 
predominant color in writings dealing 
with the hotter passions, with love and 
war. Even then the colors used depend 
in a remarkable manner upon the idio- 
syncracies of the writer. 


Taking the case of the poets, green 


is the color most used in the "Song of 
Songs." It is also the color most used 
by 
Coleridge, 
Shelley, Keats 
and 


Wordsworth. Black is the predomi- 
nant color of Homer and white of Ca- 
tullus, Chaucerand Rossetti, while yel- 
low is the favorite color of that weird 
writer Poe. Ked is the color of Tenny- 
son, Swinburne and Whitman. 


It must be taken into consideration 


that the old writers often used color 
words in a different sense to their pres- 
ent meaning. 
Some people go so far 


as to say that things looked quite dif- 
ferent to the ancients and that green 
and blue have been seen only during the 
last thousand years. 


Red is the most pleasant nnd vigor- 


ous of colors. It is a joyous color, full 
of life and grit. It is the color of the 
strongest of passions. In anything deal- 
ing with man and woman red must 
have its predominant place. It is the 
color of the rich, quick blogd of all 
that's best in life. 


White is usually a pleasant color, es- 


pecially when associated with red, as a 
woman's white neck and rod lips, ivory 
throat and blushing cheeks, alabaster 
forehead and rosy oars. Sometimes it 
represents cold, dull, pale, gray and 
wan tilings. Generally it is the color of 
Innocence and purity, of sweet and 
wholesome things. 


Black as a favorite verbal color is 


usually found In the works of writers 
of a somber, melancholic disposition. 
Such works are rarely of a healthy, 
character. 


Green and blue arc so closely related 


in the sense used In this article as of- 
ten to merge. Generally green is a 
fresh, sweet color, the color of tho 
country and opening life. 


Blue lias more to do with the imagi- 


nation. It is a learned, philosophical 
color. It is ethereal and generally re- 
moved from everyday life. Tho works 
of a blue writer are deep and thought- 
ful, but rarely raise one's enthusiasm. 
The strong, human red interest is lack- 
ing. 


Yellow is a horrible color. Nearly ev- 


ery one feels a Natural antipathy to 
this jaundiced hue. It and black were 
the favorite colors of Poe and thus ac- 
count for the strangeness of that origi- 
nal writer's peculiar imaginings. 


Curiously enough, yellow loses its 


loathsomeness if it possesses a dash of 
red or if it glistens. 
Its synonym, 


golden, is a pleasant word and is often 
used. A novelist will call his charac- 
ter's hair golden in the case of a hero- 
ine; 
he will call it yellow if she be an 


objectionable character. 


Writers 
use colors in the sense 


shown for the simple reason that we 
unconsciously have all our thoughts 
tinted. If in good health, wo think red. 
Should our liver be out of order wo 
think yellow. 


The bright, healthy majority are nat- 


urally red thinkers and read the works 
of red writers. 
Your jovial fellow 


looks at the world- through rosy glass- 
es and sees it to be optimistically red. 
The debilitated, burnt out individual 
wearily looks through spectacles with 
yellow glasses, and the prospect is 
hopelessly miserable.—Pearson's Week- 
ly.

Simple Device* U«fd nm an Aid to 


Memory by Pub He Speakers—Good 
Exercise* by Which Faulty Recol- 
lection Slay Be Corrected. 
Many people complain of having a 


poor memory, and yet that faculty can 
be developed as easily as can the bi- 
ceps muscle. Nor is it necessary to j;o 
to any professor of memory oc. to mas- 
ter any elaborate system in order to ac- 
complish this result. 
One does not 


have to go to a gymnasium to strength- 
en one's arm or back. Sawing wood or 
rowing a boat will do !t. Similarly 
memory may be cultivated by one's 
own efforts and amid one's ordinary 
pursuits. 


One man made the Sunday service 


of his church serve as a memory exer- 
cise. After the service he would en- 
deavor to recall the numbers of all 
hymns sung, the chapter and verse of 
the Scripture lesson, words of anthem, 
texts and points of sermon. This re- 
quired the paying of close attention 
and a conscious effort to Impress these 
things upon his mind. 
By this and 


ether equally simple means he develop- 
(d a memory that was absolutely at 
his command. 


Famous speakers who have memo- 


rized their speeches have adopted va- 
rious simple devices to aid them. The 
late lion. John Bright fixed in mind 
the different points' in his speeches 
by first drawing little figures or picto- 
i ial representations. 
If part of his 


rpeech had to do with a bridge, he 
would make a little sketch of such a 
structure or if with Ireland or Scot- 
land he would sketch a small map of 
the country or the district. lie could 
i i-mcmber these figures or pictures. 
When he rose to his feet, lie could see 
them in imagination and select them 
one by one as he proceeded from point 
to point in the address, not having any 
note or manuscript by him :H all. That 
was the method that best suited him. 


Another way of memorizing the 


points of an address to be delivered, 
one which the writer lias frequently 
used, is by means of anagrams. It is 
very pimple. Suppose one were called 
•,'poii to deliver a Fourth of July ora- 
tion and wished to speak mainly on 
these throe points: First, historic orl- 
jriu of the day; second, the success of 
the experiment in government then in 
.Higurated; third, (he destiny of the re 
public. A very suitable anagram to re- 
rail these points to mind would be tlu 
letters ['. S. A. He could set his top- 
ic> down in this way:

When the civil war broke out. Mr. A. 


M. Burns was a bit of a lad 34 years 
old, living in a little town in Wiscon- 
sin. On the call for volunteers he ap- 
plied to the nearest recruiting station, 
but the officer in charge laughed at 
him and told him to go back home and 
grow some. But this did not discour- 
age him, and he applied to influential 
frends who secured him a place as a 
drummer boy with the Tenth Wiscon- 
sin, and he started out in the greatest 
glee. For a year he sounded the drum 
with this regiment, and at the end of 
that time he was discharged as a 
drummer, but Burns wanted to be a 
real soldier, and he wont into the ranks 
with a musket on his shoulder for a 
three years' term of service. Jle was 
in all the battles of the army of the 
Cumberland, including Chickamauga. 
and several times had a close call for 
his life. 


On the afternoon of Sept. 20, 1SG3. 


Private Burns while in the van of n 
charge was shot through the leg above 
the knee. 
lie received his wound 


about -i o'clock in the afternoon, and 
all that night he lay on the battlefield, 
surrounded by the dead and dyinsi. 
with shot and shell hurling over him. 
About !) o'clock in the morning lie was 
taken to the Hold hospital and his 
wound dressed. After weeks of pain 
he recovered and returned to his regi- 
ment and took part in the Atlanta cam- 
paign. 


It was at the Chattahoochee river 


that Private Burns performed the deed 
alluded to. The bridge had been de- 
stroyed, and the Confederates had a 
pontoon bridge, but it was on their side 
of the river. The troops of the t\\o ar- 
mies fired at each other from opposite 
sides of the stream, and it looked for 
awhile as if the march of the Federal 
forces would be stopped. It was left 
to the Tenth Wisconsin to devise 
means for the crossing of the troops, 
and the colonel suggested that the pon- 
toon bridge be captured and called for 
volunteers to swim t i n - river with a 
rope to be fastened to the bridge. 


Private Burns was the first man to 


step three paces to the front. Some of 
the older soldiers thought it would be 
a hhame to send such a bit of a boy to 
almost certain death and tried to get 
him to stand aside and let an older 
man take his place. But Burns insist- 
ed that he was the first volunteer and 
was entitled to the commission of tin- 
task, and tlu: colonel, with tears in his 
eyes, told him to go ahead. 


As soon as It was dusk Private 


Burns slipped down to the river, but 
not until he hadVritten a farewell let- 
ter to his home and intrusted it to his 
captain, to be scut if he did not conic 
back. 
The rope was tied about his 


body under the arms, and be plunged 
into the deep, sxvift river. The swim- 
mer was soon lost sight of in the dark- 
ness, and it was three-quarters of an 
hour before he returned as silently as 
he had left. 


His comrades had gathered about the 


bank and wer" waiting in great sus- 
pense, and as he climbed up (he bank 
the men picked up the boy and hugged 
him. 
He had tied the rope to the end 


of the bridge and cut the ropes with 
which the Confederates had fastened it 
to the south side of the river, and the 
soldiers began hauling it around. 
It 


was not long until the pontoon was in 
position, and the Wisconsin boys, with 
Private Bairns in the front rank, charg- 
ed across the bridge, drove tlu: Confed- 
erates b$ck, and what happened after 
that is a matter of history. 


Private Burns was the hero of the 


regiment, and he won his spurs over 
again in the Atlanta campaign and 
\\as mentioned several times in the dis- 
patches for bravery on the field. When 
his term of service had expired. Burns 
wont home, but the sound of the gun 
was music to his ears, and he again 
volunteered, expecting to go as a pri- 
vate, but his old colonel insisted with 
the authorities at Washington that 
Burns deserved recognition 
for his 


ser\ ices at the Chattahoochoo river, 
and lie was given a commission as cap- 
tain in the Forty-fourth Wisconsin and 
served nine months, returning home 
when there was no more fighting to do.
